He alone, hat shown the qualifications for giv­ 
ing bis listeners a pep talk along with rational 
expatiations of the problems and trends of inter­ 
national relations. The others have shown good 
judgment by not trying to Imitate him; as Mr. 
England, the symbol of the do-or-die spirit that 
tmtlasted the Nasi bombing terror, Mr. ChurchHTs 
fict is copyrighted. 
His promise, made in Ottawa on Tuesday, to 
play aa rough aa the Axis aggressors want to 
play, wag one of the most encouraging statements 
of the winter—and it baa been backed up by per­ 
formances in Libya on Britain’s part, In Russia, 
and Americans sincerely hope it will be backed 
up in good time wherever the Japanese have asked 
for the privilege of being mauled.

But after considering all 
possible consequences the d e c isio n 
h a s. to outward appearances, b een 
reached to concentrate on H itler . 
That, seems to have become our 
over-all war strategy. Presumably, 
it Is based on this line of reason­ 
ing: 
When Germany is beaten to ber 
knees, it will be relatively simple 
for the combined strength of the 
Allies to move into the Pacific 
and stifle Japan. But if Japan is 
beaten, tb s problem of defeating 
H itler has been little simplified 
at best. At worst, be meanwhile 
may have strengthened bis posi­ 
tion due to the diversion of Allied 
strength. 
It has teen a tough decision to 
take for 
a 
nation 
aroused 
to 
mighty anger by the treachery of 
the Japanese a t Pearl Harbor, a 
nation thinking of the pitiably ill­ 
equipped‘marine garrison at Wake 
island, repeatedly fighting off the 
thrusts of the enemy, thinking of 
the 
outnumbered 
American 
and 
Filipino forces on the island of 
Luzon. 
C 
LEARLY, the outbreak of the 
war caught America and Bri­ 
tain short of air power in the 
Philippines and Malaya. W ith a 
powerful air force on the spot, 
Japanese landings in force hardly 
could have 
been 
effected; 
the 
Prince 
of 
W ales 
and 
Repulse 
might have been saved. Immediate 
and powerful air arm reinforce­ 
ments were acutely needed if the 
Japanese were to be held off. 
But 
could 
planes 
and 
other 
equipment be spared from other 
fronts? W as it more im portant to 
keep the Nazis fleeing in costly 
retreat across Russia? W as it more 
important to be prepared against 
a German stab through Spain and 
into western Africa, to keep Eng­ 
land ready to w ithstand any in­ 
vasion effort, to keep the sea 
lines clear between the United 
States and Britain? 
These and many more factors 
had to be assayed with all their 
possible 
consequences 
and 
set 
against the consequences of losses 
in the Pacific. 
Apparently 
the 
decision was that for the time 
being the Far E ast is a secondary 
front. It was made by men in pos­ 
session of all the facts—the num­ 
ber and 
whereabouts 
of 
ships, 
planes and men available.

t N a hazy way it’s understandable why members 
• of the Japanese embassy should be trundled 
off to Hot Springs and surrounded with consid­ 
erably more than the comforts of home pending 
arrangem ents for shipping them back to Japan, it’s 
(something about the Golen Rule.

OS ANGELES.— Many women are running around 
anxiously inquiring with reference to the war 
“W hat can I do?" We can assure them that they 
will have opportunities to do plenty before this 
business is over. 
The women always do their share and a little 
more in war. They are more patriotic, more willing 
to serve than the men. We know fellows of 60-odd 
years who managed to dodge participation in any 
form in two wars in their time and will, of course, 
duck this one. but we doubt that there are many 
women of similar age who did not give their service*! 
in some m anner in those conflicts, if it was nothing 
more than knitting. 
The women have greater spirit in war than the 
men, greater capacity for sacrifice. W e often have 
thought that given the chance the girls would he 
the more relentless fighters. Physical limitation is 
argued against them as combat warriors, yet when 
a woman can have a baby and then get up out of 
bed in a few days and do the house work we reckon 
she has sufficient stamina to deal with almost any 
situation. 
Of, course we do not expect to see our women­ 
folks out there belting a t the enemy on land or sea. 
Not until the last man has succumbed, anyway. 
But we decline to believe th at there can he any 
Inherest weakness, physical or otherwise, in the 
descendants of the American ladies 
who 
stood 
within ringed wagon wheels and behind log harriers 
and loaded the guns with which their men heat off 
many a savage attack of the redskins iii pioneer 
days. 
I 
N all our w ars our women have served close to 
the battlefields with as much fortitude and valor 
as tbe men actually facing the enemy. We saw a 
sparse handful of them long years ago in the Philip­ 
pines following the first MacArthur’? thin lines and 
tending aid and solace to the poor kids stricken by 
bullets and sickness. 
We saw them again in far greater numbers in 
France nursing the wounded, working in the can­ 
teens and entertaining the soldiers. 
Here a t home, in time of war, our women never 
have failed to render prodigious service, never harp 
failed to do their part in maintaining that public 
spirit which is almost as valuable as gunpowder 
a t the front. You rarely hear a woman in time of 
war uttering defeatist chatter or criticizing our 
military and naval leadership. The average woman 
is always the patriot, though in the end she suffers 
more than anyone else. 
Among the women’s organizations for war service 
in existence In this country at this time is one en­ 
titled the American Women’s Voluntary Services 
Inc., a rather cumbersome name, to be sure, but 
which can be shortened to AWVS, for convenience. 
Perhaps it could be pronounced something like 
“AVZ” for further convenience. 
It has been functioning for a year and a half with 
headquarters at I East 57th st. in New’ York city 
aud is non-political, non-sectarian, non-profit, as we 
are assured by a tetter signed by two well known 
names. One is Benay Venuta, who is director of the 
speakers’ bureau, the other Mrs. Bernard Gimbel, 
who is national director of public relations for the 
AWVS. 
T 
HE organization has branches in 2S states with 
a membership of 110.000 and there are 41 
units in New York city alone. It supplements the 
Red Cross and other existing agencies and among 
other things is the only organization teaching air 
raid precautions at the moment. Mayor LaGuardia 
has urged all New Yorkers to learn precautions of 
this nature immediately. 
Not long ago when tbe call went out on the air 
for soldiers and sailors in New York to report to 
quarters immediately, the AWVS hurried out its 
motor corps of 60 cars and carried numerous service­ 
men to their various posts. The AWVS has also had 
mobile kitchens in constant operation feeding men 
waiting in line to enlist at arm y and navy head­ 
quarters. 
It wants all the new members it can get. So, 
ladies, this may be one of the answers to your ques­ 
tion “W hat can I do?”

Germans Fall To Fire 
Holman, who represents the Ex­ 
chang e Teleg raph Ag ency, also told 
how the Commando» slipped up on 
a lig hthouse and -other building s, 
expecting a volley from the Ger­ 
man g arrison. 
Nothing happened and, finally, 
the command captain, revolver in 
hand, kicked open a door and 
found himself face to face with 
eig ht Germans. 
"Their bands shot.up above their 
beads in surrender,” Holman wrote. 
“ Some of them were still in their 
underpants.” 
The Germans were supplied plen­ 
tifully, Holman said, with French 
tinned veg etables and French wine. 
They also had enoug h German 
sausag es to keep them g oing dur­ 
ing a sieg e, he added. 
“ The Germans, with trousers and 
sheepskin-llned coats added to their 
attire, were taken under escbrt to 
a boat bound for Eng land,” he 
said. 
A German patrol vessel 
was 
sunk, one of many enemy planes 
which constantly scouted the raid­ 
ing force was shot down and Ger­ 
man sea communications in this 
important area "completely were 
disorg autzed," 
the 
communique 
said. 
No Resistance Encountered 
The Lofotens lie athwart Ger­ 
many’s sea route to the Arctic 
fig hting front in Russia. 
Under Lieut. Col. S. S. Harrison, 
the Norweg ian troops and com­ 
mands landed at four different 
places in the islands, captured a 
number of German prisoners who 
g ave themselves up without fig ht­ 
ing and rounded up « everal Nor­ 
weg ian traitors, or “ quisling s” . 
The naval force Itself, described 
as lig ht, was manned by British. 
Norweg ian and Polish « allors under 
Rear Admiral L. H. K. Hamilton. 
The official account of the opera­ 
tions mentioned no resistance what­ 
soever, bearing out stories of pw- 
ticipants In the 'Vaag so raid to the 
effect that the morale of German 
soldiers in. Norway is so low that 
they flee without trying to stop 
these attack« . 
"Our prisoners made up a strang e 
collection rang ing from 17 to 18 to 
over 40,” Holman « aid. "One of 
them told me: ‘Russia has made a 
mess of the war for Germany.* 
Their morale was poor but they all 
wear decorations: strang ei decora­ 
tions such as a medaUion depicting 
a mine. This was obtained to r g o- 
Ing to sea outside a mined area.

Printers Get Record Figure 


From Roosevelt, Smith 


Br Th* Associated Prue. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 — The 
first United States war budget, call­ 
ing for the greatest spending ef­ 
fort in world annals, went to the 
printers today. 
President Roosevelt and Budget 
Director Harold D. Smith, after 
working through the New Year’s 
holiday, sent all but a few pages 
of the history-making document 
to be set up In type. Those final 
pages virtually are done, too, but 
are being held for possible laet-min- 
ute changes. 
Contents Are Kept Secret 
Contents of the budget still ars 
secret and guarded to prevent pre­ 
mature disclosure before presenta­ 
tion to congress some day next 
week. 
Bat the President already has 
hinted publicly at war costs of $50, 
000,000,000 for the next fiscal year 
(the 12 months beginning July I, 
1042), indicating a total federal 
budget of roughly $56,000,000,000 
after allowing for non-military ac­ 
tivities. 
That approximately will double 
the spending rate of the current 
fiscal year, already the most ex­ 
pensive In United States history, 
and dwarf the $18,522,000,000 spent 
in Ohs most costly year of the 
World war. 
Surpasses Other Nations 
It also will surpass the esti­ 
mated $30,0004)00,000 a year ex­ 
penditures for war of Germany and 
the $21,000,000,000 a year of the 
British Empire. 
Stacked against revenues, the 
proposed spending plane call for 
more than $3 of expenditures for

Nothing happened and, finally, 
the command captain, revolver in 
hand, kicked open a door and 
found himself face to face with 
eight Germans. 
“Their hands shot.up above their 
heads in surrender,” Holman wrote. 
“Some of them were still in their 
underpants.” 
The Germans were supplied plen­ 
tifully, Holman said, with French 
tinned vegetable* and French wine. 
They also had enough 
German 
sausages to keep them going dur­ 
ing a siege, he added. 
“The Germans, with trousers and 
sheepskin-lined ooat* added to their 
attire, were taken under escort to 
a boat bound for England,” he 
said. 
A German patrol vessel 
was 
sunk, one of many enemy planes 
which constantly scouted th© raid­ 
ing force was shot down and Ger­ 
man sea communication* in this

Ne Resistance Encountered 
The Lofotens lie athwart Ger­ 
many’s sea rente to the Arctic 
fighting front in Russia. 

S. Harrison, 
th® Norwegian troops and com­ 
mands landed at 
four different 
places in the islands, captured a 
number of German prisoners who 
gave themselves up without fight­ 
ing and rounded up several Nor­ 
wegian traitors, or “quislings”. 
The naval force itself, described 
as light, was manned by British, 
Norwegian and Polish sailors under 
Rear Admiral L. H. K. Hamilton. 
The official account of the opera­ 
tions mentioned no resistance what­ 
soever, bearing out stories of par­ 
ticipants in the Vaagso raid to the 
effect that the morale of German 
soldiers In Norway is so low that 
they flee without trying to stop 
these attacks. 
“Our prisoners made up a strange 
collection ranging from 17 to 18 to 
over 40,” Holman said. “One of 
them told me: ‘Russia has made a 
mess of the war for Germany.’ 
Their morale was poor but they all 
wear decorations: strange decora­ 
tions such aa a medallion depicting 
a mine. This was obtained for go­ 
ing to sea outside a mined area.

During the winter most of us 
keep our houses rather warm and 
whether 
we 
have 
steam, 
hot 
water, or hot air (heat, our houses 
usually have too dry an atmos­ 
phere. 
Although this may be Improved 
somewhat with a hot air furnace 
by maintaining adequate moisture 
in the water pan in the furnace, 
even so it is rather unusual to 
find furnaces with a sufficiently 
large pan to evaporate the neces­ 
sary amount of w ater to maintain 
the desirable humidity for plants. 
This lack of humidity can be 
counteracted to a slight degree 
by 
adequate 
watering 
of 
the 
plants. 
The majority of plants 
used at Christmas—such as the 
poinsettia, the cyclamen, and the 
begonia—'have 
relatively 
large 
leaf surfaces 
and consequently 
give off greater amounts of mois­ 
ture than such plants ae kalareha 
sansevieria, devils ivy and 
the' 
various cacti and succulents. 
It is, therefore, going to be nec­ 
essary in most homes to water 
all house plants once daily, with 
those of greater leaf surface eucb 
as the poinsettia requiring copious 
amounts every day. 
In realize this* is contrary to the 
usual practice of many home gar­ 
deners who feel if they water their 
plants two or three times a week 
it is adequate. Of course, care 
must be taken not to water them 
to such an extent that the soil 
in the pot becomes mud. 
Very often wrapping the clay J 
flower pot in tinfoil will somewhat 
lessen 
the evaporation. In 
the 
same way It may be set in a decor­ 
ative pot or container to prevent 
some drying out, but here again 
precaution la going to he necessary 
so that the water does not stand 
In the bottom of the container. 
Personally I have always liked 
glazed containers for all house 
plants with the possible exception 
of cacti and African violet. Glazed 
containers 
with 
absolutely 
no 
drainage will maintain a more 
constant soil moisture and. pro­ 
vided they are not over-watered, 
usually give better results than 
the usual porous clay flower pots. 
Even cacti and African violet 
may be grown In these containers 
provided 
they 
ara 
not 
over­ 
watered. 
Those who have received Afri­ 
can violate for Christmas may be 
in a quandry as to their care, pos­ 
sibly 
having 
beard 
Chat 
they 


should never he watered from 
above but only from beneath. 
Did you ever stop to think how 
the florist who raises them by 
the thousands, waters them? The 
one neceesary precaution is that 
If they are watered from above, 
and lf the water Is colder than 
room temperature and gets on 
the foliage, it will cause discolora­ 
tion. 
• Any blooming house plant re­ 
quires a bright sunny window, 
with the exception of African vio­ 
lets. These may be grown equally 
well in a north window. Foliage 
plants such as English Ivy, cac­ 
tus. devils ivy. grape ivy, may be 
grown in relatively poor light. 
All cactus and other succulents 
such as the crassula and kalan- 
choe want as much light as pos­ 
sible.

Cyclotron* among medical ad* 
vancea In 1941. 
LOOKING back over 1941 with a 
view to laeeMlng progress in 
the things that make any difference 
to human beings, we find that so 
far as medicine is concerned the 
first thing that should be said Is 
that there are very few place* in 
the world where it has been pos­ 
sible in the last year to make any 
progress in medical science. In 
fact, there is only one spot in the 
world where it has been possible— 
the Western hemisphere, Canada, 
the United States, Central America 
and South America have contribut­ 
ed their chare. The rest is silence. 
Laboratories Silent 
Nothing has come out of the 
great laboratories, clinics Mid hos­ 
pitals of Germany. The once*active 
French brain is now dead. The 
clinics and laboratories of Bogland 
are silent. 
In South America a number of 
valuable 
researches 
have 
come 
from the physiology laboratory of 
Professor B. A. Houssay at the 
University of Buenos Aires. These 
have to do mostly with the influ­ 
ence of the ductless glands on dia­ 
betes end other diseases of nutri­ 
tion, So important has this work 
been considered that a number of 
renowned scholars from such In­ 
stitutions as Johns Hopkins, Har­ 
vard and the University of Cali­ 
fornia have been sent down there, 
both for instruction and to observe 
Professor Houssay’s work. 
Use of the Cyclotron# 
I should eelect the use of the 
cyclotron# hi medical fields as the 
roost important new work being 
done in the United States proper 
during the last year. This work is 
conducted by 
Or. Ernest Law­ 
rence a t the University of Cali­ 
fornia and has been described 
twice In these columns during the 
past year. 
The value of the cyclotron# lies 
in two fields. The first is physio­ 
logical. The seoond has to do with 
the treatment of cancer. 
In physiology, the cyclotron# 
can attach a radiant substance to 
a certain group of cells of chemi­ 
cal# in tho body, and, since it ren­ 
ders them radiant, actually see 
the chemical exchange a t the cites 
of activity — how rapid the ex­ 
change is, etc. It works equally 
well for plants as animals, and a 
plant, with its transparent body

Neutrons And Protons 
The radiant properties of the 
neutrons and protons which es­

of cancer. Already a hospital is be­ 
ing built on the campus of the 
University of California near the 
physics laboratory where careful­ 
ly controlled clinical researches in 
this field can be carried out. 
The rest of the year has been 
marked largely by the further ap­ 


plications of methods already in­ 
troduced — the confirmation of the 
great value of the sulfonalamide 
chemicals in the treatment of all 
kinds of infections. 
“Magic Bullet” 
The dream of the "magic bul­ 
let,’’ a chemical which will kill 
germs and do no barm to living 
human tissue, Is particularly real­ 
ized In these magical compounds, 
and if one can trust the many re­ 
ports that come in of new forms 
of these chemicals, there may be
